President John Mitchell, of the miners' 
organization, will act in the same ca- 
pacity for the miners, with Vica Tt9§< 
Ident T. L. Lewis as lieutenant 

Jacob C. Kolsen, of Terre Haute, was 
selected as permanent chairman of the 
Joint conference, and W. S. Wilson, 
secretin y treasurer of the miners' or- 
ganization, was chosen permanent sec- 
retary. C. I*. BcroggSk secretary of 
the Illinois operator^ was cbooen a»> 
sistant secretary. 

The committee on rules and order 
of business reported favorably on the 
following: 

Rules — The hours of tjie conference 
shall be from 9 a. m. until 6 p. m., 
with a recess from 12 to 2 o'clock. The 
miners' representatives shall occupy 
the right side of the hall; the opera- 
tors' the left Bide. Each state shall be 
permitted the same number of votm 
on the floor of the convention — four 
votes on behalf of the operators and 
four votes on behalf of the miners of 
each state. No motion shall be de- 
clared carried except on the affirma- 
tive votis of the miners and operators 
of each atate. ]<:acti state shall have 
four operators and four miners on tlio 
scale committee. Sessions shall be 
open to the public, except where otber- 
wlse ordered. The use of tobacco in 
tbe convention hall Is prohibited. 

}>] ( anient John Mitchell, of the Mine 
Workers', said in a speech Thursday: 
"Tha union will welcome every eligible 
man, whether he be democrat, repub- 
lican, populist or Boeialist. All I ask is 
that he shall not thrust i)<)lltlc8 down 
the throats of other members. " Ha 
denied having any intention of accept- 
ing a government position, saying: "1 
prefer to be at the tacfad of this gov- 
ommant" 

Bonnlett Brown, commissioner for 
operators of the soiithwestern competi- 
tive district, said he believed that the 
time would come when there would be 
only three competitive fields, but did 
not believe that the operators were 
ready for a change now. He refused 
to discuss tbe suggestion of Vice Pres< 
Ident Lewis, of the miners' organisa- 
tion, that all wage contracts exirtre on 
the same date, preferably April 1.

Bumam reaolution appropriating $2,-

tee, and after an eloquent speech by 
Senator Bumam was passed by a vote 
of 23 to 2. The capitol appropriation 
bill was passed. The Cantriil Bchooi- 
book bin as enrolled was read by the 
clerks and signed by the president It 
want at once to tha governor.

Foreign Miners at Warwick Almost to 
a Man Refuaed to Enter the 
MHte to Assist In the Work 
of Rsaeuai 

Pittsburg. Pa., Jan. 29.— Burial pro- 
cessions and rescue parties in charge 
of newly recovered bodlea passed each 
other Thursday oo tha mad that leads 
from tbe Harwick mine to tbe morgue 
and many were the pathetic scenes. 

Of the 103 l)odies recovered and ta- 
ken to the school house morgue, 39 
have been identified and 18 have been 
buried. 

Tbe first funerals of the vlctlma 
were held Thursday afternoon. Rev. 

E. O. Craliam, ot the Lutheran church, 
{ind Rev. Vincent Manelli, of the Ital- 
ian Catholic church of New Kensing- 
ton, were In cbarga Out In the open 
air in front of the blacksmith shop 
where the coffined bodies of the men 
have been placed were gathered the 
friends and relatives of thosa that 
have been identified. 

The caskets wore placed in groups 
along one side of the building with tbe 
ministers who were to perform the last 
rites standing by them. The bodies 
Df those ininor.s who belonged to the 
ratholic clnirt li were pliu ciI in a group 
by themselves and over them the priest 
itood until all were ready to be mov- 
ed to the cemetery. It was a short 
uid simple service, only a few words 
ajid a prayer and then the Journey to 
the cdmetA^ry began. There a brief 
pervice was held, tho ca-skets were 
lowered into the gravo and for the 
friends and surviving relatives the last 
Incident of the great dlsaater was 
Dver. 

The foreign miners at TTarwlok al- 
most to a man refuscnl to enter the 
mine to assist in the rescue work, yet 
the volunteers from outside points 
are doing such good work that they 
are bringing out bodlea faster than 
the corps of undertakers can handle 
(hem and tho remains of the victims 
art* being arrtanged in tiers outside the 
Echool house. The work of recovering 
tie bodies will be Itept up continucius- 
)y until all are found. 

The relief fund now exceeds |10,000 
and contributions continue to come in 
liberally. 

When the work of recovering bodies 
was temporarily stopped at miilniglit 
106 victims of Monday s explosion had 
been brought to the surface. Of this 
number 66 have been identified. It is 
expected the mine will be cleared of 
the dead by fi o'clorU Friday evening. 

The following appeal was issued by 
tlie relief committee by telegraph 
Thursday: 

"Cheewick, Pa., Jan. 29. — One hun- 
dred and- eighty-four miners killed. 
Families destitute. The* committee 
urtjes inim(<liate and generous aid. 
George A. lUgky, chairman of relief 
committee." 

The message wa<i sent by telegraph 
to the mayor of every Important elty 
in the country.

Attitude of the United States Towards

Washington. Jan. 29— Senate — The 
time of the senate Thursday was de- 
voted to debate rather than to set 
speeehes on the attHuda ot the United 
States towards the Panama revolution. 
There was a variation, however, in 
that the discussion also had reference 
to the right of the president to with- 
hold information calle<J for by the 
senate. The Immediate foundation ol 
tha controversy was the democratic 
caucus resolution calling on the presi- 
dent to state whether he has yet sup- 
plied all the papers in the archives 
bearing upon the Panama affair. The 
democrats contended for the right for 
the senate to demand information is 
the possession ot tha executive de> 
partment bearing on treaties before 
the senate, while the republican speak- 
ers spoke in defensfi of tie discretion 
of the president to withhold informa 
tion. 

House— The house for an hour waa 
entertained by a speech by Mr. J. Ad- 
am Pede (rep . Minn.), who made his 
maJden effort and won his spurs. Hlg 
remarks worn replete with wit and 
humor as well as serious thought. 
Now and then, for purposes of illus- 
tration, he would tell a story whose 
recital greatly amused his auditors. 
He received tho closc^it attention ol 
republicans and democrats alike and 
drew laughter and applause first from 
one and then from the other side o( 
the house. There also was a disciui- 
slon on finance by Mr. Hill (rep., Ct.), 
and Mr. Williams (dem.. Miss.), be- 
sides references to tho Panama canal 
and the race problem in the south.
